New York, May 2.—A special to the 
World from London says: I have just 
received news from Lawrence Oliphant 
concerning the progress of his mission 
forthe relief of the persecuted Hebrews 
of Russia. He had when he wrote just 
dispatched from 1 230 fugi- 
tives, who sailed from Hamburg for 
our city. These creatures had 

living in the greatest distress for 
the last few months at Brody on a pit- 
tance of seventy-five cents a week each. 
News has reached Mr. Oliphant from 
Russia of continued persecutions. He 
informs me that a massacre recently 
took place at Balta, a town from Odes- 
sa seven hours’ ride, in which thirty 
Hebrews were killed, many more 
wounded and an immense amount of 
property was destroyed. The Jews on 
this occasion, I am glad to say, did not 
endure the outrages unresistingly, but 
defended themselves with so much res- 
olution and bravery that twenty 
“Christians’’ were killed. 


THE OTHER SIDE. 


General Ignatieff publishes a com- 
munication denying that anti-Jewish 
disturbances are the result of want of 
action on the part.of the Government, 
and declaring that serious disorders 
have occurred only at Balta, where the 
Jews were in fault, as they began the 
demonstration in revenge for the insult 
to a Jew by a Christian child. General 
Ignatieff states that elsewhere disorders 
have bean averted through the ener- 
ic measures of the authorities, which 
will be concined. 


LEAVING FOR ARMERICA.

FUTURE POLITICAL PROBLEMS. 


Carl Schurz, Esq., comes to the front 
with a paper on the politica! situation, 
which if not wise is at least pleasant 
reading from its historical allusions 
and the insight of the present status of 
political parties in this country. We 
cannot say that we agree with the 
gentleman in viewing the present dis- 
affections in the Republican party as 
any intimation of its disintegration. 
Mr. Schurz, it appears to us, is looking 
at matters from his standpoint, which 
is at present outside of the working 
machinery of the party. He went out 
with the Hayes administration, and, 
doubtless, is not in the councils of the 
just now dominant faction—so to 
speak—of the party, and his feelings 
may possibly influence his judgment. 
We could not agree with him that even 
if past issues pave become obsolete, 
that there is at present any danger of 
the masses of the party leaving their 
own organization and going over to the 
Democracy. Or if of issues there 
are none, and the watchword be- 
comes “men, not measures,“ we 
would be likely to cling to our own 
rather than go to the standards of men 
whose reputation is of the unenviable 
character of. the average Demucratic 
politician. Possibly the Republican 
masses may repudiate many of their 
own men, but it has those left around 
whom they will rally with pleasure, 
and in whose histories there is that 
which promises safety to the Republic, 
and who have the magnetism necessary 
to win success. 

In forecasting the future of politics, 
Mr. Schurz looks upon the anti-mo- 
nopoly movement as one of great im- 


the immediate probabilities that the 
great parties will adopt an anti-monop- 
oly platform unless “the improbable 
emergency arises of the great corpora- 
tions making themselves wantonly and 
provokingly obnoxious.” In our opin- 
ion he underrates the situation. As we 
look upon it, the only contingency 
that will prevent the principles of the 
anti-monopoly party dominating a con- 
trolling party, is the cuntinuance of 
railroad extensions and the general 
prosperity of the country. When the 
prophesied commercial crisis arrives, 
suspension of railroad extensions will 
naturally come, and thousands of 
laborers now employed upon their 
construction, and in works kindred 
thereto, will look to our political ma- 
chinery for relief. And they will be 
numerous enough to compel a recogni- 
tion, however much averse to them 
present managers of parties may be. 
There need be no change in the atti- 
tude of the corporations toward the 
people to lead toa fulfilment of our 
supposition if the dearth of labor 
comes. The people will instinctively 
turn to and demand redress of the 
power that like an octopus has gath- 
ered within its thousand arms so large 
a percentage of the wealth of the na- 
tion, and now dictates its policy and 
compels the people to support it. The 
corporations largely control the bread 
and butter of the people, and almost mo- 
nopolize the to all now indispensable 
powers of steam and electricity, 
through the manipulation of which 
the wealth of the land is being gather- 
ed in huge piles in the hands of a few, 
and by them used to hedge themselves 
in and gather in the balance. It is 
but little variance from the exact 
truth to say that the correspondence of 
the land—by mailjor wire—the con- 
veyance of passengers, and the trans- 
portation of all the products by which 
we live as producers or traders, is 
moved at the will and profit of the 
managers of railroads. While the in- 
terest of all parties are so generally af- 
fected, the question of the regulation 
of the roads must become a PN 
one. The little speck has long 
visible on the horizon, and when the 
gale shall come and spread it over the 
whole political sky, it will take able 
Statesmanship to carry the country 
safely through the storm. And to the 
patriotism and conservatism of the 
Republican party, now on deck, the 
country will look to properly trim the 
sails and steer us clear of. the break- 
ers.

The only man who gathered glory 
from the assassination was the victim 
—the President, the politician, the 
statesman. Surgery, theology, law, 

may well ask of the future the mercy 
of its silence, but to the gallery of 
heroes litics may proudly add 
another form, of proportions as grand 
and symmetrical as any which the past 
can show or the future promise. And 
this politician was one who had touched 
and turned from the pulpit and the 
bar, and found in politics only bis 
congenial and abidi home. Nor 
was he a figure arranged for exhibition, 
prepared for the occasion. o occa- 

sion found him. As much by accident 
as anything in this world is accident, 
the cross fell upon him which has since 
become his crown. He was a man, 

who, before taking the highest degree, 
had passed through every lower grade. 
The pervading popular judgment 
had not yet found him exceptionally 

t or exceptionally good. His own 
new him, but when waves of political 
censure swept over the land he was 
not exempt. When Congressional 
methods were denounced, he was even 
singled out for hostile clamor. Person- 
al slander—that political weapon so 
common and so reckless—assailed him 
with its utmost virulence. It did not 
confine itself to political antagonism— 
it attacked private character. Nothing 
that should characterize a thief, a per- 
jurer, a bribe-taker, a liar, failed to be 
affirmed, publicly and persistently, of 
this man. Up to the very day of his 
election, up to the very eve of his mar- 
der, his peace was assailed by the un- 
wearying voice of slander. Or the 
Friday evening before the fatal 
Saturday that slew him, he declined 
an urgently sought visit beca 18e he 
must needs pass through Boston, and 
the official salutations of Boston must 
come to him from lips which had ut- 
tered slanders that he could neither 
resent nor overlook. 

Thus,—in the presence of death let 
us be perfectly fearless and perfectly 
frank,—thus besmeared with all the 
mud that political fury can fling, sud- 
denly, without a moment's warning, 
without a single instant to hide his in- 
iquity, to cleanse himself from sin, 
or to fold his robe Roman-wise about 
him, this man was struck down to help- 
lessness and death. As instantly all 
the smirch and smear vanished into 
non-existence, and he lay a prostrate 
figure of purity, and patience, and pa- 
triotism, the shining image of domestic 
virtue, of manly heroism, of political 
nobility. For eighty days 
in stern silence 
His thraldom he bore, 
Till the last morning came, 
And death opened the door“; 
and never under any test did one jot 
or tittle of manhvod fail him. Every 
republic on this earth, and every soul 
that turns wistfully toward free- 
dom, gazed with infinite interest 
upon his Jong struggle, to know what 
manner of man, in all its heaviness, to 
see that never king nor kaiser bore 
himself more royally. 

Let it also be remembered, not for 
blame or praise to any, but in simple 
subservience to truth, that he held on 
his calm, unswerving, patient way, un- 
der the severest inflictions of the doc- 
tors and without help from the clergy. 
No churchly ministrations were sum- 
moned to his side. There was no me- 
diator between God and him but the 
man Jesus Christ. Whatever succor 
came to him from above came from the 
direct outpouring of divine sustenance 
into the substance of his soul. With 
all manly dignity, as the old-time pa- 
gans used, with the simple, child-like 
trust that christians know, he passed 
through the gates of death, and left to 
all free peoples, and to all people strug- 
gling to be free, a name that they will 
not willing! y let die.

COLD IN THE HEAD. 


This can be cured at once, if taken 
care of atthe begining. Dissolve a 
teaspoonful of borax in a pint of water; 
let it stand until it begomes tepid; 
snuff some up the nostrils two or three 
times during the day, or use the dry 
powdered borax like snuff, taking a 
inch as often as required. At night 
mauve a handkerchief saturated with 
spints of camphor; place it near the 
nostrils, so as to inhale the fumes 
while sleeping. 


BLACK WALNUT CULTURE. 


To show our farmers what can be 
done by planting black walnut trees, 
we give the experience of Mr. Graves, 
of Texas. Ten years ago he planted 
ten acres to walnut trees, by hand, two 
hundred to the acre, in all two thou- 
sand trees. The trees are now nine 
inches through and grow at the rate of 
an inch a year, and when twenty years 
old they will be worth twenty-five 
dollars a tree, making the forest worth 
at that time $50,000. But this is not 
all. Last year the trees bore 400 
bushels of walnuts, which brought $2- 
50 per bushel, making $1,000 for the 
len acres of land, good interest for 
and worth $15 per acre. Ifat the age 
of twenty years half of the trees are 
cut and sold for $25 a tree, or $25,000, 
the nuts per year from the remaining 
1,000 trees will be worth $2,500 a 
ear. Do not these figures clearly 
show that there is profit in walnut 
trees? 


CROUP AND ITS TREATMENT. 


The croup is a complaint somewhat 
similar to whooping-cough, and to 
which children only are subject. 
There are two species of it, the one 
acute, and the other chronic; neither 
of them often attack children so late 
as ten or twelve years of age, while 
they may seize infants newly weaned, 
and are then the most severe. The 
cause of this disease is a morbid secre- 
tion of thick mucus in the trachea 
(windpipe) adhering so firmly to its 
sides as to impede respiration. The 
quantity and thickness of mucus in- 
creasing gradually lessens the diameter 
of the part, and if it effects this to a 
considerable degree, the disease must 
of necessity prove fatal. The symp- 
tons by which croup is manifested, 
even to the most uninitiated in the 
duties of the sickroom, is the peculiar 
croaking noise made in respiration 
(from whence it takes its name); and 
when the disorder is light, there is but 
little apparent indisposition between 
the paroxysms, save a certain dullness, 
and a sense of fear in children of an 
age to express it. 

The fits frequently terminate by 
sneezing, coughing or vomiting, and 
return without any regularity. It is 
attended by a short and thrill voice 
ana a flushed countenance, which 
grows livid during the paroxysms. A 
warm bath should be immediately ad- 
ministered, and an emetic given as 
soon as possible; say ten drops of anti- 
monial wine for a child three years of 
age, and repeated every quarter of an 
hour until effectual, and according to 
the age and strength of the patient; a 
blister should be applied across the 
throat, the sufferer being made to in- 
hale the vapor of warm water with 
vinegar in it, and kept nearly upright 
in bed. A doctor should be procured 
as soon as ible; and, until his 
arrival, the foregoing directions may 
in most cases, materially influenee the 
doctor’s proceedings, dnd often save 


ife. 

Children liable to this disease should 
be warmly clad, wearing flannel next 
the skin, and an emetic given upon the 
earliest appearance of an attack; for, 
remember, this disease requires prompt 
attention to save life. With care, 
children usually grow out of it, that 
is, the constitution will repel the 
attacks after the tenth or twelfth year.
